1f the rego-
Tution morely valls up the silver bill for
discugsion nothing will be accomplishe
ol, ng but twenty-four working rlnra
remain and tho appropriation” bills will
tuke conslderable of the time, go that
the diseusslon on silver ean ba prolong-
wil untll the end of the sesaion,  If the
committon roports no rule reguiring a
final vots on the silver bill on o certuin
iy, wnd the house decldes to voto on
e mepsire, 1 ame satisfied that the
il will pusd the honse.

The polies remonstrated with the ri-
otors, hut they wero driven away, The
roturned with reinforcaments und & cal-
liglon oeeurred, in which shots were ex-
changed, Tho polien were victorious,
Another fight oceurred later in the day,
Lut the rioters wero digpersed,  Nvery-
thing wins quiot the next morning, but
at b o'elock in the avening the working-
mon gathered by thousands in San Vie-
torinno Square, Lag Crucea ward, and
in the public market. They overpow-
ared the police and for a time wore in
full posseasion of the city,

Newspaper oflices were sacked and a
genernl ndsnult was commenced on the
polico barracks, Tho government eallod
ant the military and after a sharp fizht
the mob was disparsed, Thoe eapital is
gtill in a state of siege, nlthough It is
oflicially announced that quiet has been

MRS, WHITNEY'S DEATH

Does Not Come Like an Unexpec-
ted Blow to the Family,

HEART FAILURE WAS THE CAUSE

Of Her Taking OM=Tho Family Were
Called to Her Dedsldo ac an Early
Hour Yesterday Mornlng—Her as
vorits Brother Was Near Her When
the Death Throos Camo on,

New Yonk, Jun, 6—Mrs, W, G
Whitney, wife of the ex-sccretary of
the navy, died at her home in this city
at 4 o'clock this marning,

The death of Mra, Whitney wns not
unexpeected, Ilorpttending physicians
pronounced hor condition oritical in tho
extreme lagt night, but thoy said thero
wag a chanco for hor recovery, They
did not, however,leave the lamily much
to hope for, Her illness was due to
heart troubles, a fatal c¢hange of which
might be spid to como at any
moment,

About midnight the “family retired,

but towards 2 o'clock the sullering
woman began to show alarming symp-
toms and the fumily was called.  In the
house wore her husbaund, hor saister,
Mrs., Bingham, of Oleyeland, her
brother, Oliver 11, Payne, who had
madoe his home with Mra. Whitnoy, her
daughter, Pauline, her elder son,
Henry l’u?'uo, and her youngest son,
William 0,

The physicinns were hnstily sum-
moned, but the pmient wie boyond
modical nid, and at § o'clock the end

came,

Mra, Whitney was born and reared in
Clevelund, Ohio, where have lived for
many yeura her aged [ather, ex-Sengtor
Henry B, Payno, a brother and hor sis-
ter, Mra, Willinm Dingham, who lives
next door to the homo of the ex-senator
in famous Enclid avenuo,

Oliver L, Payne, her brother, has, of
recent years, made his home with the
Whitneys, He it was who gave Mra,
Whitnoy the house in which they live,
and he always hag been hor favorite in
the family.

The death of Mrs, Whitney awnkened
wideapread nymfntlly throughout the
conntry, and all dny telograms and
messnges of condolenca were recolved
by the family. Although those mes-
snges of condolence wore kept atrictly
private, it is sald by frionds of the fam-
ily that the first telegrams to arrive
were thoso from President-elect and
Mra. Clavelund, 8ir Julian TPauncefote,
the Dritish ministor at Washingten, and
othars of the foreign logation.

Telograms wore also roceived from 8
number of senntors and dongressmoen ;
from Mr. Whitney'g colleagues in Mr,
Clevelnnd's eabinet and from the mam-
bers of President Iarrison's cabinet.
Mnn{' of the immediate  frionds of the
family called durinf: the day, Dr. Me-
Burnio said to-night that Mra. Whit-
ney's death was due to uifection of the
honrt of long standing, and which be-
camo pronounced about o month ago.
Faor the past ten doys she has beon con-
fined to her bed, but it was only dur-
ing the last five days of that time that'
her condition was alarming.

Thoe funeral will take place at 10
o'clogk Tuesday morning from 8t, Bar-
tholomew's church, Madison ayvenue,
The serviced will be conducted by Rov.
D¢, David I, Greer, 'Tho pall bearers
and other detalls of the funeral will not
bo docided upon until to-morrow, * The
interment will b at Woodlawn,

The Distilling and Cat-
tla Foading Cotnpany had hondguartors
at Poorin, Il Ho did nol, know
tho exact number of vatablishmonts it
ombraced, but when formod, in 1889, 1t
inoludod elghty-ono firma, It pros
duced nleohol, eplrita and high wines,
Tho company had n systom of robato
cortifloatos by which it sold its goods.
Paraona lolding theso cortificato ara uls
lowed u robate of about 7 conts a gallon
on oh apieits and from 1210 14 conty o
gallon on' aleohol. The robate is pald
only In cneo firms doal entirely with
tho company. Theso cortificates nro
distributed by agente, and aro payable
in Poorin .

Crwann, Feb. 5—Beveral Chlengo
banks bave had a closo shayo fromn be-
ing swindled out of amounts ranging
from £5,000 to $6,000 by a trio of bold
sehumera from New York, Two sharp-
